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This year’s cross country team under the new direction of 
Coach Willoughby put forth great effort but came up short and 
behind. The team made up of Buddy Wagner, Terry Sharpe, 
Warren Levy, Joe Morgan, and Larry Blancett ran in nine meets 
this fall only to win two. 

The ’68 season was a good season for some of the runners. 
Larry Blancett set several new state records including a new Delta 
State meet record. Terry Sharpe had a consistent season running 
second only to Blancett. 
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The 1968 spring track season was a record breaking 
season. In the running events five new records were 
recorded: the 440 relay team made up of Eldridge, Corbin, 
Jones and Clack set a new MC record of 43 seconds; 
Bobby Woodworth ran a 1 minute and 53 seconds 880; 
Larry Blancett ran the two mile and one mile in 9.23 
and 4.16.9 respectively; 440 intermediate hurdles record 
was set by Steve Nations with a time of .54.2. In the field 
events Grant McElveen set a new MC pole vault record 

by vaulting 13 ft. 6 inches. 
The Chocs also won the majority of their meets, scoring 
heavily in the Southern Collegiate Track and Field 
meet to win first place. With most of the runners, jumpers, 
and vaulters back it looks like another great year for the 

cinder runners in ’69.
